BURROWING HABIT 


M ILW A U K EE JOINS TH E 
CITIES 
W ITH TUNNELS. 


Ear Below the Surface of Her Main 
Streets Large and Small Boree 
Are Being Bulbed 
Forward. 


"Out of stylo and out of the world," 
la a common viewpoint of women, and 
It may be 
M ilw a u k e e aa she 
has 
watched New York and Chicago and 
other cities boring under their streets 
and establishing subways, has felt 
the game way, for she Is busy at the 
present time perfecting a system of 
tunnels. 
New York’s subways were 
const meted for passenger train serv­ 
ice, those of Chicago primarily as tele­ 
phone and electric light conduits, and 
later for the traus|>ortat!on of freight, 
and now M ilw a u k e e comes Into line 
with her tunnels for the purpose of 
supplying steam from a central plant 
for the heating of the big buildings of 
the city. 
Already two miles of the tunneling 
has been perfected The tunnels are 
under the principal downtown streets. 
On the west stub there Is about 6,800 
feet of tunnel, and on the east side 
somewhat less. Of trenches there Is 
about one mile on the west side and 
two on the east. 
The tunnels and 
trenches underlie or pass through the 
streets. It will be seen that the west 
side system of tunnels passes under 
the street from the northwestern cor­ 
ner of the Public Service building at 
Third and Sycamore streets, and from 
there goes north and ©ast, being inter­ 
sected at the cross streets by other 
extensions. 
The largest stretch of 
straight tunnel is 
that 
on 
Second 
street from West W ater to Clybourn 
streets. 
Rant of the river the tunnels are 
served by the Oneida street power 
plant and pass under the road from 
the south or Oneida street side of that 
building. The largest stretch of tun­ 
nel on the system is on this side of 
the river and runs under Market and 
East Water streets from Diddle to 
Michigan streets. 
Branching from this system of tun­ 
nels is a system of trenches, they be­ 
ing used where the volume of busi­ 
ness Is not sufficient to call for large 
tunnels. The tunnels are used, not 
merely to transport steam to build­ 
ings on the streets under which they 
pass, but to carry the big feeder pipes 
to the smaller and more outlying sec­ 
tions which are served by smaller 
pipes burled in the trenches. 


Modern methods of tunnel construc­ 
tion have done much to make central 
station steam heating a success. 
It 
algo makes the tunnels Interesting. 
Those of the Milwaukee Central Heat­ 
ing company are seven feet In height, 
slightly elliptical In form and are 
lined throughout with concrete. In or­ 
der not to incommode the public by 
blocking or Uttering the streets, the 
work has all been pushed out from 
the central stations, the 
working 
materials taken In and the excavated 
dirt and other debris brought 
out 
through the finished work and carted 
away from the power plants that

Plgalle, or at all events that strip of it 
which circles the fountain and makes 
a little pavement oasis in the middle, 
has become theirs by right of pre­ 
scription. 
They gather there 
from 
half-past eight or nine o’clock till 
early afternoon, they bring their meals 
with them and camp upon the foun 
lain edge. 
And strangers very often 
Wonder u by that portion of the Place 
Plgalle smells so decidedly of garlic. 
There have been romances connected 
with that fountain coping. There have 
been more of them, no doubt, than 
ever have or ever will be published; 
but one or two of them are known, 
and these are curious. 
Most readers 
know the pictures which brought Asti, 
the painter, at a bound out of the ruck 
of hard work at small pay as a litho­ 
grapher into possession of a big bank­ 
ing account and the popularity which 
Is akin to fame. Few people know how 
Asti's inspiration came to him upon 


the Place Plgalle. 
One winter bs 
was crossing It with no idea of any­ 
thing but his daily work when a girl 
dropped her umbrella at his feet. The 
artist and the girl stooped simultan­ 
eously to pick it up. Their heads col­ 
lided, the girl’s hat fell Into the foun­ 
tain and her hair came down. It was 
hair of the Titian red which Asti 
loved, and her eyes sparkled with 
mingled anger and amusement at the- 
accident. I need not describe her, for 
she has been reproduced by the hun­ 
dred thousand since that 
morning. 
She became Asti's model, and bepaint­ 
ed hardly any other till he died. 
Henner—his name 
occurs to one 
quite naturally when one is thinking 
of red hair—had his studio upon the 
Place Plgalle Just opposite the foun­ 
tain, knew all the models, and was 
loved by them. He rarely if ever em­ 
ployed any of them, for he had his 
own models who came regularly, but 
he was known to all of them as “Papa 
Providence,” for Henner had the hand 
<?. the glad giver to the humbler hang­ 
ers-on of art, although he had the 
reputation of a hard man in his busi­ 
ness relations. 
The whole world of 
Paris art used to climb th* dirty stairs 
to Papa Providence's studio however, 
and Henner was always glad to see 
everybody unless he w’as really hard 
at work. Then he was adamant. 
His 
bell would ring, and the old artist, In 
his rough voice with the strong Alsa 
tian accent, would call out and ask 
who was there. 
If he was working, 
the answer was always 
the 
same, 
“Inudile, mon bedidl Je dravaille!" 
and the visitor had to go. 
One day 
a 
picture-dealer 
called.

there?” called Henner. "Inudile, mon 
bedld! 
Je 
dravaille!” 
“But, 
cher 
maitre, I have brought you nine thou­ 
sand francs!” "Put them under the mat 
and leave me alone," said Henner, and 
he went on working till the light failed 
him. 
Those three hundred and sixty 
pounds remained under the mat out­

mat and found them. 
The incident 
amused Henner so much that he gave 
a bank-note of twenty pounds to the 
finder for herself and her comrades; 
and for that day and for three days 
following tho Model Market of the 
Place Pigalle kept high holiday.

form the beginning of the system. In 
this way two miles of tunnel have 
been built under Milwaukee’s busiest 
streets without disturbing traffic, save 
for a few square yards where it has 
been necessary to put in manholes. 
The engineering problems were the 
same as those encountered la the 
building of the big Pennsylvania rail­ 
road tunnel under the Hudson river, 
the differences being those of size 
alone. 
It was necessary In these Mil­ 
waukee tunnels to do quite a bit of 
the work by means of the air 
lock, 
mach of the system so far built being 
in the old swamp that once bordered 
the Milwaukee river. 
In order to keep these tunnels dry 
a system of drainage is provided. This 
consists of a series of wells 
Into 
which the precipitated water and ouch 
condensed steam as finds its way in is 
drained. At each well is an electric 
motor pump, automatically operated, 
a float in the well turning on the cur­ 
rent when the water rises above a { 
certain height and turning it off when 
the well is cleaned. 
The tunnels J 
throughout their length are lighted 
with electricity.

For linens, cross-stitch is much in 
favor, although 
It takes 
time, 
of 
course, Just as ail needlework worth 
while does; but the lasting beauty 


pays for the hours spent. It might be 
imagined that 
a superabundance of 
the same style of needle work mlgXt 
become monotonous, but such variety 
of materials, color, and designs are at 
hand that the charge does not hold 
true. 
As to materials, there are coarse* 
woven linens and cottons, suitable for 
curtains, bed spreads and cushions;

EXIT WOMEN ANGELS 


CONTROVERSY OVER FIGURES IN 
NEW YORK CHURCH ENDS. 


Sculptor Borglum Transforms Statues 
in the Cathedral of 8t. John the 
Divine So They Are Neither 
Man Nor Woman. 


Sculptor 
Gutzon 
Borglum, 
who 
furnished the angel figure* for the 
cathedral of S t John the Divine, at 
New York city, ha* at last lost out 
in his contention with the committee 
that the feminine type is the correct 
one, notwithstanding the fact that he 
showed precedents in the angels of 
Pergulne, of Fra Angelico and of our 
own American French, many of which 
are evidently women. His reverend 
and learned critics cared nothing for 
precedent; all angels were male; the 
Bible always referred to an angel aa 
“he;** the very word “angel” wa* mas­ 
culine in all languages in which there 
are distinctions of gender. 
All the world took up the discussion, 
and many comments greeted the stern 
attitude of the reverend and learned 
critics. But these gentlemen had the 
final word. Mr. Borglum had to make 
his angels over to suit them. 
That Is why the rounded busts of 
the statues have been hacked off; that 
is why the waving locks have been 
cut down; that is why the soft con­ 
tours of the faces have been made 
more angular. 
“The controversy was absurd," Mr. 
Borglum declared; “It was so abso­ 
lutely ridiculous that I can hardly find 
an excuse for speaking of it at alk 
“When I made those angels I did a 
piece of work which involved as much 
study, as much serious, heartfelt, con­ 
templation and consideration as the 
modeling of a Virgin or other sacred 
figure. I endeavored to draw an angel 
—not a man, nor a woman, but an 
angel. 
In modeling these figures I 
made what to me expressed the high­ 
est, best and most sacred of all ideals. 
It was to Impart to those faces and 
forms, as nearly as possible, a sem­ 
blance to something divine, something 
that when we look at it we* feel, Here 
is the figure of an angel, here is a rep­ 
resentation in human form of a per­ 
fect being which has been carried In 
the imagination of man since 
his 
brain was capable of comprehension. 
It was to me the • production of an 
ideal I had cherished in childhood; It 
was the result of matured idealiza­ 
tion. 
“To say I was shocked when form, 
figure and contour of face were ob­ 
jected to on the ground that they 
were too feminine, because there were 
po women angels, and that these must 
be made to look like men, is but mild­ 
ly expressing my state of mind. Up to 
Ithat moment, had you asked 
me 


whether my angels 
were 
men 
or 
women I could not have told you, and 
the material side of 
the 
qnestion 
brought so abruptly to my attention 
was a shock. 
"W hat did I do a tx) ut the new mod­ 
els? Well, In the beginning I abso­ 
lutely swept aside all ««*'-.‘lon of my 
making the figures 'men.* I could not 
consider the question of sex In the 
production of such work. Making the 
new design, I went to work on a dif­ 
ferent basis, and It took me a long 
time to get what I wanted. 
“After a good deal of thought on 
tho subject I made the new design.

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The position of the angels Is not mate­ 
rially changed, but the lines of con­ 
tour are. The balr and expression are 
different, bat there is no question of 
sex in them. They are angels, and f 
could not make them mere men. 
“Aside from the artistic impossibil­ 
ity of making a brawny, muscular 
figure for such a purpose, It would, 
to my mind, be sacrilegious. 
“As the angels now stand recut; 
they are to me neither men 
nor 
women—they are but angels. 
I don’t 
know what they may be to others.

AUTOCRATS OF BANKS 


POWERS OF N EW YORK CLEARING 
HOUSE COM M ITTEE. 


Arbitrary Action In the Present Finan­ 
cial Crisis Which Has Demon­ 
strated tho Ultimate Triumph 
of Conservatism. 


With the clearing of the atmosphere 
after the recent financial 
crisis 
in 
Wall street. New York city, there 


President of the 
Hanover 
National 
Bank, and Chairman of the Clear­ 
ing House Committee. 


stands out sharply .the 
remarkable 
part which the clearing house commit­ 
tee has played In controlling the sit­ 
uation and preventing a financial pan­ 
ic which would have carried many 
banks down to ruin. 
To the average 
followers of affairs financial the name 
of the New York clearing house is as- 
so .lated primarily With 
the 
weekly 
bsnk statem ent bn w’iidh brokers 'ell 
or buy the market as suits their o<s- 
p *sition, and an annual statement of 
clearings, balances, and exchanges. 
But the fact that it performs other 
and momentous functions has been 
demonstrated during the recent finan­ 
cial stress. Into the quiet quarters of 
the clearing 
house 
building 
there 
gathered daily a company of grave­ 
faced men into whose bands had been 


placed by the associated banks of th* 
city the absolute and final control 
of the business of their respect!** 
institutions. 
When the Mercantile National hank 
applied to the clearing house commit­ 
tee for help, this committee, after 
careful 
and 
thorough investigation, 
agreed that the 
assistance 
desired 
should be granted provided that the 
entire board of directors, not only of 
the Mercantile, but of several affili­ 
ated institutions, should resign, that 
its president should retire, and that 
certain officers 
prominently 
identi­ 
fied with its management should vir­ 
tually withdraw from 
the 
banking 
field in New York city. These were 
drastic requirements; they were ap­ 
proved by the banking community as 
a whole, which was well aware that 
the difficulties had been caused by Im­ 
proper use at the hands of the direct­ 
ors of bank resources. 
Such an event makes it interesting 
to ask who these five committeemen 
are and how their committee came to 
enjoy any such broad powers. 
Th* 
members of the present clearing house 
committee are: 
James T. Woodward, 
president of the 
Hanover National 
bank; William A. Nash, president of 
the Corn Efchange bank; 
Dumont 
Clarke, 
president of the American 
Exchange; Edward Townsend, presi­ 
dent of the Importers and Traders, 
A. B. Hepburn, president of the Chase 
National; • and with them has acted 
Alexander Gilbert, president of the 
Market and Fulton bank, who is presi­ 
dent of the clearing house and mem* 
ber of the committee eg officio. These 
men are all veterans in New York 
bank finance; their experience ha* 
covered other periods when bank con­ 
ditions were even more seriously dis­ 
turbed than they are to-day. 
They 
inspire confidence In the future 
of 
banking in this city in spite of the 
present stress. 
None of them ever 
gave way to the delusions which af­ 
flicted Wall street, and with it a large 
part of the banking community, at the 
time of the great boom of liK)l, when 
the saying was prevalent on all finan­ 
cial markets that we had reached A 
•‘new era in American finance.” Bank­ 
ers of this class, representing largely 
an older generation, were very gener­ 
ally mentioned with something like 
indifference by the financiers and cap­ 
tains of industry who came to the 
front of the stage in those brilliant 
times. A somewhat pitying reference 
to “old-fogy ideas in banking,” was 
frequently the most that one could get 
from the leading actors of the day, 
in the way of comment on the ideas 
and attitude of such men as the**.
